jpair'd of. The Swedifh Succours from Pomerania 
are come near to Cracow: The Sraroft Sandecki 
and Prince Lubomirski fell upon their Rear not long 
fince, kil'd 100 Men, and took fome Baggage-Wag- 
gons: And the Chamberlain of the Crown with a 
body of Coffacks has taken away fome Hundreds 
of Oxen and Sheep from the Swedes in Pintzow. 
The King of Sweden exacts Contribution about 
Cracow with much Severity. Two days ago the 
Diet affembled here in the open Field, and the Field- 
Marhal of the Crown and Caftallan of Cracow, 
Lubomirski, waschofen Marfhal ; as being the firft

Hamburg, Sept. 12. They write from Poland that 
the King of Sweden perfifts in his intention to De- 
throne the King of Poland : That the Swedifh Ar- 
my was broke up in 2 Bodies and march’d towards 
Sendomir, and that the King was about to follow 
them with the Troops that are come from Pome- 
rania 5 That Count Zinzendorf the Imperial Envoy 
had ‘Audience of the King of Sweden at Cracow on 
the 22d of Auguft, and was feceiv’d with all the 
marks of Favour, but hasnot yet had any Anfwer to 
his Propofals ; That the Weywods who are affem- 
bled in the Polith Army have engag’d themfelves by 
Oath to ftand by their King, and that the King had 
romisd to affift the Republick with his Saxon 
roops; That fome Deputies were fent to the King 
of Sweden to acquaint him with thefe Refolutions, 
and further, that as long as their King lived they 
would never confent to the electing of another ; 
That the Cardinal Primate, Prince Radzevill Vice- 
‘Chancellor of Lithuania, the General of Great Po- 
land, and other Noblemen were expected at War- 


faw ; and that the Swedith General Guldenftern 
‘was Sick of a Tertian Agué.’
